A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear. 


50 years ago this week, a tragedy 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

On the morning of Tuesday, 
November 24, 1959, 
Wilmington residents tuned 
into some shocking news on 
the Today program. Former 
Wilmington resident Capt. 
Claude “Hal” Helwig had 
been killed in a plane crash in 
Chicago. 

Capt. Helwig, a senior pilot 
with TWA, was at the controls 
of a Lockheed 1049H Super 
Constellation, a four-engine 
cargo plane. The crash 
occurred at 5:37 a.m. Chicago 
time, ten minutes after the 
plane had taken off from 
Midway Airport. 

Witnesses said that on take- 
off, the inboard left engine 
caught fire. On seeing the 
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warning light, Helwig imme- 
diately shut down the engine 
and requested clearance for 
an emergency landing. The 
plane circled and was in its 
final approach when the tail 
hit a house, five blocks from 
the runway - 10 seconds from 
a safe landing. The plane 
then clipped through a utility 
pole and hit two more houses. 
The tail section broke off and 
hit an apartment house 
across the street. 

Capt. Helwig and two 
crewmembers were all killed, 
along with eight persons on 
the ground. 

Capt. Helwig, 40-years old, 
had been flying for TWA for 
14 years. Before that, he was 
a troop transport pilot in the 
9th Air Force in World War II. 

Four years before the crash, 
on July 21, 1955, Helwig was 
hailed as a hero pilot for safe- 
ly landing a plane with 16 
passengers in Pittsburgh. 
After an engine caught fire, 
Helwig feathered the pro- 
peller and brought the plane 
in for an emergency landing. 
Two tires blew out on impact. 
It was reported that one pas- 
senger even slept through the 
incident. The passengers 
were put aboard another 


plane, and with Capt. Helwig 
at the controls, resumed their 
flight to Boston.

which results in the minimal 
residential factor of 74.2707 
for fiscal year 2010. With this 
rate, the average taxpayer 
will see a “modest” increase 
in taxes of $62, or 1.5 percent. 

“No one likes taxes going 
up, especially me,” said 
Selectman Raymond LePore. 

Last year Wilmington was 
among the few towns in 
Massachusetts that reduced 
residential property taxes on 
average $48, Thus, over two 
years residential taxes 
increased only $14. In FY09 
the average tax bill was 
$4,043 and the FY10 tax bill 
will be $4,105. 

Every year Selectmen must 
adopt the Commercial 
Industrial and Personal 
Property Shift (CIP), which 
determines the percentage of 
the tax levy property owners 
pay. A residential factor of ‘1’ 
taxes all property classifica- 
tions in the town at the same 
rate. Factors less than one

Property values across all 
sectors have dropped this 
year with a 6 percent drop 
over ‘last year for residential 
property, or 12 percent over 
the last two years.

Industrial values 
declined 3 percent, personal 
property dropped 4 percent 
and overall in terms of prop- 
erty value over FY09, 
Wilmington saw a 5.5 percent 
value drop.

Appreciating classroom aids 


Dear Editor, 

It seems to be that time of 
year when people take extra 
time to express gratitude for 
the things that matter most 
in their lives. Typically those 
things include family and 
friends; hopefully also teach- 
ers, coaches, community 
helpers, military folk and 
medical providers, All are 
deserving of our support and 
thanks. Yet there are many 
unheralded persons - food 
workers, custodians, office 
staff, etc. - who often go 
unnoticed, yet play key roles 
in our community, and in par- 
ticular, our schools. 

As a parent, I am writing to 
bring attention to one specif- 
ic group of unsung heroes - 
our classroom aides. Some 
aides work to assist the 
teacher in meeting the needs 
of the entire class. They pro- 
vide tremendously important 
support. Some, nicknamed 
“shadows,” focus on only one 
child by providing academic 
and support services similar 
to that of “an inseparable 
companion.” Without these 
dedicated aides and shadows, 
the students they help would 
struggle to face the chal- 
lenges of being successful in 
a regular classroom. While it 
may seem small, their role is 
immeasurably valuable and 
more far-reaching than 
understood.

It might. even be 
said that there is an embar- 
rassing disparity between the 
value of their work and the 
pay they receive for it, espe- 
cially given that many often 
face additional challenges 
with special needs children at 


shadow, they have most defi- 
nitely benefited from having 
one in their class - what a 
blessing to have an extra 
adult available to whom they 
can ask questions or share 
their interests and concerns! 
Coming to know many of 
them, I am impressed that 
their focus unwaveringly 
remains on the needs of both 
their assigned students and 
all the students they make it 
their business to know. It is 
inspiring to witness such 
clarity of purpose and 
demonstration of compas- 
sion. At this time of 
Thanksgiving, I urge you to 
find ways to show your appre- 
ciation for our shadows and 
aides, They should be given 
as much attention and con- 
cern as that of other caring 
people who support our chil- 
dren in this community. You 
may not know who these indi- 
viduals are but you can give 
them a nod of thanks in your 
holiday (and daily) thoughts 
and actions. They may be 
“shadows” but their commit- 
ment to our children shines 
brightly as the lesson in giv- 
ing which reflects most what 
these holidays are about. 

To all the aides and shad- 
ows, THANK YOU for the dif- 
ference you make every day - 
our children and our commu- 
nity owe you an enormous 
debt of gratitude.

with Wilmington Pop Warner 
following the October 16 inci- 
dent that had him coming to 
fisticuffs with Michael 
Vonkahle after the latter 
dropped his son at Reynold’s 
football practice late. 

Police say that Reynolds 
had Vonkahle’s 12-year-old 
son run laps after arriving 
late to practice. Vonkahle, 
objecting to the laps, alleged- 
ly harassed Reynolds from 
the sidelines utilizing various 
derogatory comments and 
expletives. 

According to police reports, 
the two men left the practice 
field area together about ten 
minutes after the verbal 
exchange. At approximately 
5:40 p.m., the two of them 
walked behind the snack 
shack of the Robert Palmer 
Field at Wilmington’s Town 
Hall, where a physical alter- 
cation ensued. 

As previously reported in 
the Town Crier, Vonkahle sus- 
tained injuries in that alter- 
cation, including a broken 
eye socket, a broken nose, a 
concussion and a torn left 
rotator cuff, according to 
police reports. Reynolds left 
the altercation without any 
reported injuries, _ but, 
according to court docu- 
ments, he had blood on his 
right hand. 

Reynolds is now speaking 
out about his side of the 
story. 

In a statement to the press, 
released through his attor- 
ney, Reynolds says this is a 
case of self-defense. 

“Clearly the events and cir- 
cumstances of October 16, 
2009 at the Pop Warner Field 
are events that I am sure all 
parties wish never tran- 
spired. With that said, as the. 
facts and circumstances of 
this matter come to light it 
will become clear that at all 
times I was defending myself 
from the senseless and base- 
less violence perpetrated by 
Mr.  Vonkahle,” _—writes 
Reynolds. 

“This matter began with Mr. 


Vonkahle’s admitted hostile 
and personally insulting and 
name calling tirade. 1 
brought this to the attention 
of the Pop Warner Direct 
(sic), Mr. Mark Ferreira who 
chose, wrongly so, to ignore 
my plea to remove Mr, 
Vonkahle from the field at 
this point, long before any. 
physical altercation 
occurred.” 

A call to Ferreria Monday 
was not immediately 
returned. 

Reynolds further states that 
he called the Pop Warner 
President, Deb Smith, but 
that to date she has not 
returned his call. 

A statement on the 
Wilmington Pop Warner web- 
site says that Reynolds, 
though not mentioning him 
by name, was “removed from 
his position” and that the 
organization is fully cooper- 
ating with the Wilmington 
Police Department as it con- 
tinues the investigation. 
Additionally, the Pop Warner 
program stated that it has a 
zero tolerance policy for vio- 
lence and requires each par- 
ticipant, parent, guardian, 
coach, assistant coach, and 
board member sign a Code of 
Conduct agreement. 

Reynolds, represented by 
his attorney Pamela Harris 
Daley, brought criminal 
charges against Michael 
Vonkahle in Woburn District 
court. Vonkahle is charged 
with one count of assault and 
battery and one charge of 
assault and battéry with a 
dangerous .weapon (shod 
foot). Vonkahle is due in 
court January 19 for his 
arraignment. 

Reynolds summed up his 
statement, saying that most 
of the media coverage has 
been “one sided and not fac- 
tually correct.” 

“T have faith that ultimately 
this matter will resolved 
itself in a just fashion and 
that the unnecessary atten- 
tion that my family has 
endured as a result will sub- 
side,” finished Reynolds. 


50 years ago this 
week, a tragedy

The Helwig family lived in 
Wilmington from 1952 to 1958. 
For much of that time, Capt. 
Helwig was flying trans- 
Atlantic routes, sometimes 
going as far as India. 

In March 1954, he spoke at 
Wilmington Rotary about fly- 
ing the Super Constellation. 
The plane had been intro- 
duced during World War II, 
and was the first plane to use 
a pressurized cabin, which 
allowed it to fly up to an alti- 
tude of 24,000 feet. It was also 
the last large propeller-dri- 
ven airliner. Helwig described 
it as the “three-tail job,” 
meaning it had triple stabiliz- 
ers. 

On trans-Atlantic flights, 
there would be three pilots, a 
navigator, two flight engi- 
neers, a radio operator, a 
purser and a hostess. Three 
pilots were necessary 
because of the length of the 
flight. Just the New York to 
Gander, Newfoundland leg 
took four and a half hours, 
flying over Boston and 
Yarmouth, N.S. The 1954 arti- 
cle did not state the flight 
time to Paris, but from 
Gander to Paris is about 2,500 
miles, and top speed on a 
Constellation was 340 m.p.h. 

On the first leg of the flight, 
there were many radio aids to 
navigation. On the trans- 
oceanic leg, though, the navi. 
gator had to go by the stars. 
And if that wasn’t possible, it 
became a matter of keeping

track of heading, time and 
distance. 

The Helwigs moved to 
Wilmington in September 
1952, with two sons, Mike and 
Bob, into the house that is 
now next to the North 
Intermediate School. When 
they lived there, the school 
site was a large field with the 
old North School in one cor- 
ner. Capt. Helwig served on 
the Wilmington Planning 
Board. Hal and Jo Helwig 
had a third son, Steven, born 
while they lived here, in 
November 1957. The boys 
attended the Whitefield 
School, then the Swain 
School. Mike was an excep- 
tional baseball player, very 
fast on the base paths. They 
moved to California in 1958. 

Jimmy Corum, whose fami- 
ly had a farm on Salem 
Street, recalled his sister 
Joyce giving riding lessons to 
the Helwig boys. 

“Mr. Helwig would stop by 
quite often. Mike Weinberg, 
Peter Nicholas, Johnny 
Amato and some of the other 
boys would be lying in the hay

Rams looking for 
ninth straight 
Collins Cup victory

When the Shawsheen Tech 
football team takes the field 
in Tyngsboro on Thursday’ 
morning for their 17th Annual 
Thanksgiving Day clash with 
Greater Lowell, it will be the 
first time in mnay years of 
the rivalry that they will no 
be playing with anything 
more than pride on the line. 
For several years, it was 
either a potential CAC Upper 
Division title or a trip to the 
State Vocational 
Championship game that was 
on the line, and as recently as 
last season, the Rams were 
playing to finish with a win- 
ning record for the seventh 
straight season, a feat which 
they accomplished with a 20-0 

win in Billerica. 

But this year will be differ- 
ent, as the Rams will bring a 
2-8 (0-4 CAC Upper Division) 
record on the season into the 
contest, having lost six 
games in a row, many of the 
losses coming in frustrating 
fashion, There will be little 
more than pride on the line, 
with Greater Lowell bringing 
a 1-8 mark (0-4) into the 
game, but Shawsheen coach 
Al Costabile says that pride 
and the desire to win on 
Thanksgiving should be more 
than enough to get both 
teams ready for the game. 

“The season up to this point 
has been somewhat disap- 
pointing, but I have always 
said that Thanksgiving is a 
separate season itself,” said 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile, in his 12th year at 
Shawsheen and 18th overall, 
“It is a day that provides 
many opportunities for differ- 
ent teams. In our case it can 
erase some bad memories of 
the past few weeks and allow 
us to end our season on a win- 
ning note.” ~ 

Greater Lowell coach 
Dennis Murphy, in his 28th 
season agreed, “We have been 
talking about it all along, how 
the seniors would like to play 
well and show they can play 
better than they have. We 
have had some bad luck with 
injuries and we have had mis- 
takes plague us all year with 
turnovers and mental errors. 
We are hoping to turn that 
around in this game.” 

One thing Shawsheen is hop- 
ing does not turn around has 
been their recent run of suc- 
cess against the Gryphons. 
Shawsheen has taken home 
the coveted William Collins 
Cup eight years in a row, 
including last season’s 20-0 
win and lead the series 124 
overall. 

While the Gryphons and 
their senior class want to be 
the first Greater Lowell 
group in some time to come 
away with a victory, the 
Rams are facing just the 
opposite desire, as Costabile’s 
group of seniors do not want 
to see their recent run of 
dominance come to an end 
under their watch.

tion the same way we are and 
T am sure he would love to see 
his seniors end the streak,” 
Costabile said. “On the other 
hand, our kids have motiva- 
tion to keep the streak going. 
Our seniors especially don’t 
want to be the ones to break 
it.” 

Looking at the way the two 
teams have played this sea- 
son, it appears the Rams 
have an edge, as they have 
played many of their common 
opponents much closer than 
the Gryphons. While the 
Rams battled the league’s top 
two teams, Manchester-Essex 
and Whittier closely for much 
of their games before letting 
the game get away from them 
late, Greater Lowell was 
blown out by scores of 330 
and 30-0, respectively. 

Greater Lowell also fell by a 
score of 29-0 to Chelsea, while 
the Rams dropped a 28-27 
heartbreaker to the same 
team. 

Of course, Costabile knows 
none of this will matter once 
the ball is kicked off on 
Thursday. 

“I know Dennis will have his 
team fired up and hungry to 
get a win,” Costabile said. 
“And as always, we know they 
will be very coached and pre- 
pared.” 


One of the reasons the 
Gryphons have struggled so 
mightily this season has been 
a rash of injuries that would 
have a negative impact on 
any team. The Gryphons 
have suffered numerous 
injuries this season, particu- 
larly along the offensive line 
and defensive backfield, two 
key areas for any team. 

“I have had three kids lost 
for the season with concus- 
sions,” Murphy said. “I don’t 
think I have had three con- 
cussions in 15 years, but that 
is how it has gone for us this 
season.” 

While not all of the players 
are back in the lineup, some 
should return for Thursday, 
including center Josmil 
Reynoso who will be back to 
anchor the line. 

Another change to the 
Gryphons in recent weeks 
has been at quarterback 
where sophomore Derek 
Dolan has taken over for 
senior Greg Balamotis for the 
past three games, another 
move _ necessitated by 
injuries. 

“We had injuries to our wide 
receivers and Greg has the 
best hands on our team so we 
moved him there and put 
Derek at QB, and he has done 
His for us and he is also

Murphy said. 

Dolan has eased into his 
new role, but the main cogs in 
the Gryphon offense will be 
junior running back Greg 
Fuller and senior running 
back Chris Puzzo. Puzzo 
leads the team with five 
touchdowns and 32 points on 
the season. 

Costabile knows that the 
Rams will have to be at their 
best to stop these Gryphon 
playmakers. 

“Both Fuller and Puzzo are 
the type of players that can 
Make ~ things —_ happen,” 
"Costabilé said. “Fuller has 
had success and can rise to 
the occasion as can Puzzo. 

For the Rams, it has not 
been blowout losses that have 
been plaguing them this sea- 
son, so much as it has been 
frustrating losses. The one 
point loss to Chelsea, cour- 
tesy of a missed extra point 
and a kickoff return for a 
touchdown in the closing min- 
utes, the wild quarter and a 
half at Lynn Tegh where the 
Rams blew a 15 point lead, 
and a loss to a Northeast 
team that the Rams had dom- 
inated in recent years made 
for a frustrating season for 
Costabile and his team. 

“You look at those games 
and that is the difference 
between perhaps playing for 
a winning record, or instead 
trying to snap a six game los- 
ing streak,” Costabile said. 
“But once again, a win on 
Thanksgiving can make up 
for a lot of that.” 

While Greater Lowell has a 
couple of fine backs in Fuller 
and Puzzo, they do not have 
anyone in their backfield like 
Rams running back Cory 
Foss. Foss has rushed for 
1,193 yards on the season with 
15 total touchdowns (12 rush- 
ing) and 100 total points, and 
earlier this season against 
North “Shore he ran for 405 
yards, the fourth highest sin- 
gle game total in 
Massachusetts history. 

“He’s their go to man, 
whether it is catching or run- 
ning the ball,” Murphy said. 
“He just has a tremendous 
instinct for not getting tack- 
led. He can slip a tackle like 
no on I have ever seen. He is 
a special kid.” 

At quarterback for the 
Rams will likely be sopho- 
more Tyler MacInnis of 
Wilmington, who threw for 
200 yards and a pair of touch- 
downs last week against 
Manchester-Essex in just his 
second varsity start. 

When the Gryphons have 
the ball they will be facing a

Foundation means 
everthing in a rock garden 


Choosing the right 
rocks can be as much fun 
as selecting plants when 
you're building a rock gar- 
den. 

Stones create protective 
wind and sun barriers, and 
pockets of moisture for 
small, low-growing alpine 
flowers. Meanwhile, they 
are contributing tones and 
textures all their own. 

"The first line in the 
'Sakuteiki,' the oldest and 
most respected treatise on 
how to design a garden in 
Japan, is about the art of 
setting stone," said Mare 
Peter Keane, a landscape 
architect and educator 
from Ithaca, N.Y. "Every- 
thing follows from there. 
Rocks are absolutely pri- 
mary." 

Rock placement must 


be done skillfully so that, 


"even persons knowledge- 
able about natural forma- 
tions cannot easily detect 
the artifice," wrote the 
late Thomas H. Everett, 
who was horticulture di- 
rector and senior curator 
of education at The New 
York Botanical Garden, in 
an account posted on the 
North American Rock 
Garden Society Web site. 
"Transported rocks 
must match precisely 
those of the site and be po- 
sitioned as though placed 
by nature.” 
often deter- 


‘mines the kinds of rock 


you'll use. 

“Where choice may be 
had, one that is porous, 
rather than such hard, im- 
pervious types as granite 
and schist, is to be pre- 
ferred," Everett said. 
"Weathered pieces col- 
lected from the surface of 
the ground and of a char- 
acter and color that sug- 
gest age are likely to be 
ideal." 

More artistic flair is re- 
quired for fashioning 
Japanese gardens than 
alpine ones, Keane said. 

"With a Japanese gar- 
den, you don't try to cre- 
ate a garden that 
resembles nature as much 
as you try to distill it. You 
create the artwork that 
brings out some important 
(site) characteristics." 

The rocks should be 
subdued, not lavish or col- 
orful, said Keane, who de- 
signed the stone garden 
for the recent Kiku exhibi- 
tion at The New York 
Botanical Garden. "They 
should have personalities 
but not be flamboyant." 

It also is essential that 
Japanese gardens be en- 
closed in some type of 
courtyard or space, Keane 
said. "It's like putting a 
frame around them. You 
don't want them out in the 
landscape. They would be 
lost." 

The best stones for rock 


gardens are any that fit 


your environment, said 
John Strickland, who with 
his wife, Nancy, owns and 


operates the Dry Creek j * 


Garden Co. in Reno, Nev. 


"That's not only for aes- 


thetic purposes but be- fe 


cause they're so labor 2 


intensive to get," Strick- 
land said. "The ideal rock 


is the one you have close iy 


by." 

Angular rocks are eas- 
ier to work with than 
round river rocks, he said. 
"You're talking about cre- 
ating formations, things 
like streams and water- 
falls, shelves and crevices. 
Rocks with lichens on 
them are a bonus. They 
give you a patina kind of 
look." * 

Ask, though, before you 
go about gathering rocks. 
"You'll generally get per~ 
mission from people who 
don't assign any value to 
the rocks they have on 
their property," Strickland 
said. "If nothing else, 
some rocks are available 
for purchase and can be 
delivered.” 

Here are some Bureau 
of Land Management poli- 
cies governing rock Col- 
lecting on federal lands. 
Some areas, particularly 
campgrounds, cultural 
and historic sites, and nat- 
ural areas are off-limits. 
And you may need a per- 
mit or have to pay a fee, if 
you: 
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A JAPANESE ROCK GARDEN at The New York Botanical Garden which 
mixes autumn-colored blooms with interesting stone placement and shapes 
suggesting mountains, streams and shoreline. Rocks used in these gardens 


generally are muted in color, weathered and scarred by age 


Designers of 


such rock gardens want them to convey peace and contemplation. 


— gather more than a 
pickup-truck load or make 
more than one trip. 

— remove more than 
250 pounds of rocks. 

— make the material 
available for commercial 
use, or 

— use power equipment 
or explosives to remove 
rocks from the ground. , 

Most rock gardens are 
designed for temperate 
areas where they mimic 
mountain conditions with 
sunny, wind-blown and 
well-drained sites, But that 
doesn't-mean you can't 


create a water-wise desert 
rock garden, adding suc- 
culents, conifers and cac- 
tus. 

You also could build a 


rock garden if you're 
space deprived — living in 
an apartment, for in- 


stance. Alpine plants are 
small, colorful and hardy, 
making them great for use 
in containers. "Give them 
the drainage they need; 
the protection they need," 
Strickland said. "Create 
the right microclimates 
and you'll reduce mainte- 
nance chores, You'll only

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ME. Santa in major appeal... 
Hard times bring more demands 


Wonderful way to start 
the holiday season

The Middlesex East Santa 
(MLE, Santa) has been an 
extension of the popular red 
kettles put out evety holiday 
season by the Salvation Army 


for over a quarter of a centu- 


ry. 

The goal of the M.E. Santa 
is to reach those who may by 
happenstance not pass one of 
these kettles at the Burlington 
Mall or other venue. 
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Now, in 2009, the ME 
Santa - like the residents of 
the area - are feeling the 
pinch of the downturn in the 
regional and national econo- 
my. And, in fact, the kettles 
that usually concentrate their 
efforts from the Thanksgiving 
period through Christmas 
started early this year - about 
three weeks earlier. 

On the flip side, the 
demands of the past have not 
remained the same i.e. more 
people now are in need of the 
M.E. Santa’s help in these try- 
ing times. 

“In my 40 years as a 
Salvation Army officer, this is 
the earliest I have ever known 
the Salvation Army kettles 
being out on the streets,” said 
Major William “Bode, the 
Salvation’s Army's state com- 
mander. In a public state- 
ment, he said the Salvation 
Army “has not seen a need 
this great.” 

“The Salvation Army only 
appears during the “giving 
season” when you hear the 
bells and see the Red Kettles 
in front of your favorite store. 
But for so many people - now 
more than ever - the Army is 
there every day of the year.” 

Locally, Robin Longendyke 
of Woburn, a staff worker with 
the Salvation Army, is trying 
to pull it all together for the 
M.E. region and others. 

“As an example,” she 
noted, “we could use volun- 
teer bell ringers at the new 
Market Basket in Reading.” 
“There are other areas that 
are also much in need of 
someone to come and help 
out.” 

(To volunteer to stand at 
kettles call the Boston 
Salvation Army offi¢e at 1-617- 
542-5420.) 

“Phones are going off the 
hook around here,” she points 
out, or in Salvation Army 
parlance, the wrong kind of 
bells to hear. 

As an example, Robin 
joined with Woburn Rotarians 
on the official kick-off date at 
the Burlington Mall with a 
host of Rotarians volunteer- 
ing for two hours to stand at 
the well-known kettles. 

The demands, she pointed 
out after looking at the area’s 
statistics, shows that requests 
are “up about 40%” The need, 
she points out also, is not just 
for the holidays but for 
Thanksgiving, too. 

The income received last 
year, she said, will not come 
close to matching the 
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demands as they stand right 
now for Christmas 2009. 

Some people, she points 
out, might be going back to 
work but the problems don't 
go away immediately. 
Individuals have amassed 
things like payments on utility 
bills and are in debt in other 
ways “and it will take them at 
least two to three years to 
recover.” 

With unemployment at 
10.2%, she pointed out, it is a 
major cause for concern. 
Salvation Army officials like 
Longendyke point out this 
doesn’t even take into consid- 
eration'a host of people, like 
college students who graduat- 
ed and who can’t find work, 
the self-employed, or the part- 
time workers. “The figures just 
don't reflect the reality,” feels 
Longendyke. 

“Already, we have had more 
calls than we can handle,” she 
pointed out from her Woburn- 
based operation. Just getting 
turkey baskets, she said, is a 
major task. “We all need to 
work together to get through it 
all.” 

The scene at the Burlington 
Mall on Veterans Day was typ- 
ical of what the kettle effort is 
all about. President and CEO 
Sheri McCann of the area- 
wide Nu Path (formerly 
CMARC) was joined by the 
Executive Director of the 
area-wide director of the Boys 
& Girls Club of Woburn Rick 
Metters and Rotarians like 
Wilmington’s Jim Major and 
Woburn Sharon Black

“It was just such a wonder- 
ful experience for everyone,” 
said McCann at days end. “So 
great. It was a wonderful time 
with the opportunity to be 
around giving, upbeat people.” 

“During the time that I was 
there, I was struck by how 
many people came to chat 
with me about how their lives 
had been affected and made 
better by the Salvation Army, 
It was quite moving.” 

McCann and her volun- 
teers, including their sons and 
grand-daughters (one was 
singing Jingle Bells to the 
delight of all), noted they had 
a front row standing space for 
the giving patterns and youth 
of America.

A perfectionist, 
Jackson occasionally halts the 
production numbers to 
emphasize little marks he and 
his crew need to hit. ‘This is 
why we rehearse,’ he repeated- 
ly says, not in anger but with 
a love for the process. That 
enthusiasm also shines 
through as he collaborates 
with musical director Michael 
Bearden on a slower arrange- 
ment for ‘The Way You Make 
Me Feel’. 

The only thing the film 
lacks is a proper ending. It is 
too abrupt, but then again so 
was the death of Jackson him- 
self, An interview or two at 
the end with those that knew 
him could have given the 
piece some closure. 


“AMELIA”

In the 1920's and 30's 
female pilot Amelia Earhart 
(played by Hillary Swank) 
attempted to break several 
long-distance flight records 
during a trip across the 
Atlantic and a journey around 
the world, a journey from 
which she never returned. 
This film puts her life, her 
loves, and sttuggles a s a 
female pilot on the big screen. 

The film is visually stun- 
ning. The studio has obviosu- 
ly spared no expense in telling 
this tale, and the acting per- 
formance put forth by Swan is 
exactly what you have come to 
expect from her - she is very 
convincing, as always. 

But the story doesn’t quite 
work for some reason. Some 
might say that the film is just 
boring, or that the pacing and 
directing could have been bet- 
ter. But the truth is more 
along the lines that the script 
never really explains why 
Amelia is willing to take these 
risks, or why the journeys are 
so important in the grand 
scheme of history. It’s almost 
like the producers assume if 
you are interested in seeing 
the film you must already 
know a bit about Earhart, and 
they miss a great opportunity 
to teach a new generation 
about her in depth.

Get the better of black briday .. 


Known as Black Friday, the day after Thanksgiving appears 
to be bulletproof. Even last year, when the much-maligned 
national economy had already started to struggle mightily, 
shoppers spent more than $10 billion on Black Friday. This year 
could prove difficult to forecast, as the economy has recovered 
rages though many families continue to struggle through 
layoffs. 

Adding to that difficulty are the differing points of view with 
respect to Black Friday. For every success story of a plasma TV 
purchased for 50 percent off, there seem to be a dozen or so 
more stories about the individual who waits outside a store in 
the cold, only to find a popular item is sold out by the time he 
or she gets indoors. In other words, predicting the success of 
Black Friday for retailers is just as difficult as predicting the 
success of Black Friday for individuals: sometimes both get 
what they want, sometimes neither does. 

* Do your research. Perhaps no items are more steeply 
marked down in price come Black Friday than big ticket elec- 
tronics, most notably plasma, LCD or DLP televisions. 
Unfortunately, not all such appliances are equal. Getting a good 
price is not necessarily the same thing as getting a good deal. 
This is where research needs to play a role. Research big ticket 
items, including televisions. Retailer Web sites often have cus- 
tomer ratings sections where customers can rate specific appli- 
ances. If ratings are consistently poor or commenters routinely 
cite problems, then steer clear of those items, no matter how 
low the price might be. 

* Getup early. Some deals are exactly what they seem. While 
it can be difficult to get out of bed in the middle of the night to 
go holiday shopping, it will be easy to go back to sleep when 
arriving home with exactly what you wanted and knowing you 
got the best deal possible. Many stores open at 4 or 5 a.m. on 
Black Friday. While waking up that early seems like a tall order, 
particularly after eating so much turkey the day before, there’s 
no law against napping on Black Friday, and if you get what you 
came for, you could be back in bed in a couple of hours.

* Verify that you're dealing with a reputable retailer. To 
ensure that you're dealing with a trustworthy merchant, always 
confirm that there is a physical address and phone number you 
can use to contact the seller in the event that you have problems 
or questions. 

* Make sure that the Web site is secure. Always scan online 
shopping sites for evidence that they are secure. Some sites fea- 
ture a lock icon in the browser's status bar while others might 
have a Web site address that begins with "https:" (the "s" at the 
end stands for "secure"). 

* Get all of the facts about your transaction. Make sure you 
know what you are buying and the total cost of the item — 
including shipping and handling fees. Verify that the item can 
be returned for a full refund if you are not satisfied and who is 
responsible for the return shipping cost. Next, determine if the 
seller charges a restocking fee for returns and when you can 
expect to receive your purchase. 

* Pay with a credit card or online payment service. When you 
make online purchases using a credit or charge card, the trans- 
action is protected by the Fair Credit Billing Act, which gives 
consumers the right to challenge and dispute unauthorized 
charges. Some online retailers also guarantee that cardholders 
will not be responsible for unauthorized charges made on the 
Internet. 

* Print and save your order confirmation and receipts. For 
returns or to dispute charges, it always pays to have a paper 
trail. 

* Compare online prices. In most cases, multiple online 
retailers sell the same item, so be sure to check around for the 
lowest price. An easy way to comparison shop is by visiting one 
of several reputable online price-comparison sites. 

* Look for free shipping deals.

Rivalry hasn’t lost its touch © 


TEWKSBURY - Last 
year’s game certainly 
taught us all a good lesson - 
those playing in the game 
and those outside of the 
lines, Those competing fig- 
ured out a very easy con- 
cept: come ready to play 
and do it for all four quar- 
ters and most likely you'll 
come out as a winner. And 
those of us outside the lines 
realized that the numbers in 
the left and right hand 
columns of the standings 
mean as much to this rival- 
ry as the Red Sox philoso- 
phy of trying to catch would- 
be base stealers ~ absolute- 
ly nothing! 

Last year Tewksbury came 
into Alumni Stadium and not 
only did the Redmen boot its 
2-8 record aside, but they 
kicked the tails off of the 
Wildcats, winning 26-7, in a 
game that had as much 
excitement as watching 
those lame Wonda Sykes 
promotions on Fox-TV. 

On Thursday, a much dif- 
ferent Tewksbury team will 
host a much more different 
and a much more balanced 
Wilmington team than the 
one they lined up against 
last November. Wilmington 
has a dynamic running 
back, a very impressive 
quarterback, a solid offen- 
sive line and a kicking 
game, which helped the 
Wildcats finish the regular 
season with a 7-3 record. 

Tewksbury had that prolif- 
ic running back last year 
named Joel Altavesta, who 
chewed up Wilmington’s 
defense to 187 yards and two 
scores last Turkey Day 
morning, but he graduated 
and since left his talent and 
work ethic down to his mid- 
die brother Mike, who is 
having one heck of a season 
as the team’s co-captain, 
middle linebacker and lead- 
ing tackler. With Joel gone, 
Tewksbury has about seven 
different kids who run the 
ball, and now are left won- 
dering who their starting 
quarterback will be on 
Thursday - as 1,000 yard 
thrower Sean Connolly has 
played minimal over the last 
three games with an ankle 
injury, while sophomore 
Kevin Saunders has done a 
very good job filling in - 
and if running back Anthony 
Arcari will be back in the 
line-up after suffering a leg 
injury two weeks ago? 

While many personnel 
questions need to be 
answered, one thing is for 
sure, the 44-minutes on 
Thursday should be, and has 
the potential to be pretty 
entertaining. After all, both 
teams can pass, both teams 
have struggled against 
defending the pass, while 
Wilmington is hungry after 
losing two straight in this 
rivalry, and the Tewksbury 
players have their forks and 
knives ready to inhale their 
third straight helping. 

“I don’t think you get any 
less charged up (whether 
your team won or loss the 
previous year),” said 
Redmen head coach Brian 
Aylward. “I think it’s the 
same all of the time. It’s a 
different group of kids and 
this is their opportunity to 
play in this traditional game 
and it’s their time. It’s about 
the kids and it’s about their 
opportunity to do something 
great and that's the beauty 
of it. Everything is about 
this (game) and that’s the 
way the (Tewksbury kids) 
have to be because you

never know when yoyf tay 
ever get an opportunity to 
play the game again, never- 
mind play for Tewksbury 
again. The (Tewksbury kids 
have) to come out here and 
play every snap like its their 
last snap and get after it.” 

Aylward knows all about 
‘getting after it’. He has 
been a part of this rivalry 
since the day he could 
remember, hanging around 
the field as a young child, 
before strapping on a hel- 
met and playing in the mid- 
to-late 1980s, and then later 
on joining the coaching staff 
before being named the 
head coach several years 
later. 

“Having been a part of this 
every year of my life, (this 
game) has never changed,” 
he said. “Thanksgivings 
have never changed - sea- 
sons have changed and peo- 
ple I’ve been associated 
with over the years have 
changed, but it’s always a 
dogfight with Wilmington 
and that has never changed 


over the years especially 
since I've been here (as 
coach). This (game) is 
going to be a dogfight - a 
real dogfight. I think there 
are some weird match-ups 
and I think we present some 
tough match-ups for them 
too. The players that step up 
and make big plays (to 
account for the mis-match- 
es), I think will be the dif- 
ference in the game.” 

The difference for 
Wilmington, as a team, will 
be playing, as last year the 
Wildcats came out flat and 
never were able to get back 
on track. 

“Like I tell the kids there’s 
50 states and Massachusetts 
is the only one that has 
Thanksgiving Football wide 
spread (throughout the 
state) so it’s what we do,” 
said Wilmington head coach 
Mike Barry. “Neither 
Wilmington or Tewksbury 
are going to the playoffs. 
Both teams are here to get a 
win, and come 
Thanksgiving Day it’s very 
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special to come away with 
the win, and it’s that much 
harder when you leave with 
a loss. We've been telling the 
kids this. The kids didn’t like 
what happened last year. So 
right now we're just talking 
to them about what we 
didn’t do last year, and what 
we need to do this time 
which is practice hard, 
come prepared and focused, 
and concentrate+on your 
reads and assignments and 
leave no doubt on the field 
whatsoever.” 

Last year Tewksbury had 
the best player on the field 
in Altavesta, and this year 
it’s no secret that 
Wilmington has that best 
player this time around in 
Butters. The senior back has 
rushed for 1,067 yards and 
has 17 total touchdowns. He 
rushed for 100-plus yards six 
times this season and also 
has the ability to break tack- 
les and through gaps’ with 
touchdown runs of 88, 74, 67, 
57, 56, 40 and 30 yards. 

“They (Wilmington) are 
balanced (offensively) and 
you can’t overplay one thing 
for the other, and you can’t 
overplay one kid or another 
because they have other 
kids who can hurt you,” said 
Aylward. “Certainly they 
want to get the ball to 
Butters and that makes 
sense as he is a hell of a 
player, so you always need to 
know where he is, but at the 
same time you can’t over- 
play him.” 

Besides Butters, Kevin 
Moriarty has 471 rushing 
yards and has scored 9 total 
touchdowns, while, John 
Parsons combined for 95 
yards and two scores in the 
team’s latest win. Barry

said his team has done a 
good job all season long 
being as balanced as it can 
be. In terms of throwing, 
last year’s JV QB Sean 
Hanley has really developed 
into a very nice high school 
signal-caller displaying a 
strong and accurate arm, 
while being completely cool, 
calm and collected under 
pressure. 

“Sean has done just as 
good of a job playing in his 
first year,” said Barry. 
“He’s a tough kid and I 
enjoy coaching him. He's a 
very prideful kid who under- 
stands want you want him to 
do. I thought he would be 
OK, but to be honest he has 
surpassed those expecta- 
tions. He has thrown for 
over 1,000 yards and he has 
thrown to a lot of different 
receivers. A lot of time in 
high school you see a quar- 
terback be comfortable with 
one or two kids, but with 
Sean he’s comfortable with 
throwing the ball to the open 
receiver.” 

Hanley has completed 90- 
of-149 passes for 1,192 yards 
with 10 touchdowns and just 
three interceptions. His 
most used receiver is Chris 
Frissore, who has 23 catches 
for 313 yards-and two scores. 
As solid and consistent as 
Frissore has been, tight end 
Brian Hurley has been a 
Giant whenever called upon, 
making huge catches in 
clutch situations. He has 14 
grabs for 219 yards this year 
averaging 15.6 yards per 
catch. Kevin Moriarty, Rich 
Barry, Butters, Parsons and 
Bryan Fennelly wilkalso be 
in the mix trying to make 
some catches when 
Wilmington does air it out. 


And protecting the quarter- 
back, running back and 
making blocks for the 
receivers will be center 
Denis Gingras, linemen 
John Moriarty, Chris 
Cazeau, Gordie Fitch, Alex 
Furlong and Dan 
MacKinnon. 7, 

Mike Altavesta leads a 
Tewksbury defense that has 
had its ups-and-downs this 
season. Certainly perfor- 
mances against Andover, 
Central Catholic and Dracut 
stick out as much as Rajon 
Rondo’s inability to hit a 
free throw, but terrific per- 
formances against Billerica, 
Lawrence and Lowell proved 
that the Redmen can make 
that tough off-balance jump 
shot when needed 

“We had some good wins 
and some disappointing 
losses, but I think the big 
thing for us is this is going 
to be beneficial to us down 
the road,” said Aylward, 
who has watched a lot of 
underclassmen blossom this 
season. “These kids have to 
get experiences under their 
belts before they are expect- 
ed to go out and make the 
big plays, and have that con- 
fidence to make the big 
plays when we need them on 
both sides of the ball. 

“You can’t always measure 
success with wins and loss- 
es. I mean these kids have 
played hard, and I think we 
were in more games this 
year than we were last year. 
We would like to get a few of 
those games. We were talk- 
ing the other day and three 
or four big plays on either 
side of the ball and we are 
away from being in a totally

O’s of preparing for Moe- 
Larry-or-Curly taking the 
ball: “They are a different 
kind of offensive team this 
year than last year. Last year 
they had (Joel) Altavesta 
who really was their go-to 
guy and now this year they 
have ‘supplemented that one 
great guy with a lot of really 
good players. We have to hit, 
we have to tackle them and 
we can't give up big plays. 
You always know when you 
face a Tewksbury team that 
they will be trying to get 
every extra yard they can, so 
we have to play hard and 
come prepared.” 

The rest of Tewksbury’s 
offensive line-up will include 
center Sean McCarthy, line- 
men C.J. Healey, co-captain 
Mike Fiorentino, Altavesta, 
Rob Pruyne and tight end 
Tyler Brice, with open end 
Ryan Vibber. 

Defensively Tewksbury will 
have Jerry Etienne at nose 
guard, Healey, Pruyne, Dan 
Sugrue up front joining ends 
Joe Pondelli and Derek 
Tarpey, with Altavesta and 
Gallotto at linebackers, and 
Vibber, Legerstrom, Arcari 
and Sam Weitz in the sec- 
ondary. 

“There's going to be four or 
five big critical plays in the 
game and we have to be on 
the right side of those plays,” 
said Aylward. “We (as coach- 
es) have to make sure the 
kids focus on their jobs on 
every single play. We have to 
take care of the ball and not 
turn it over, we can’t hurt our- 
selves with penalties and we 
have to make tackles. They 
have a running back who is 
as good as we'll see all sea- 
son, and they are good up 
front. I would say they have 
one of the better (offensive) 
lines that we'll see all season. 
And they are capable all over 
the place to beat us. We have 
to play our best game and the 
stakes are high all of the time 
when we play on 
Thanksgiving and I think 
these kids understand that. 
They (Wilmington) are a very 
fundamentally sound team. 
They tackle very well and 


they stunt well. We just have 
to make whatever adjust- 
ments we need to make (dur- 
ing the game) but we have to 
execute on both sides of the 
ball.” 

No matter the level of play, 
youth, high school, college or 
pro, football games are 
always determined by which 
team executes more than its 
opponent. 

“We have to play, and we 
have to play for all four quar- 
ters,” said Barry. “We can’t 
afford to give up big plays 
and we have to limit mis- 
takes. Last year they had two 
long passes, the big (Joel) 
Altavesta run and the (fum- 
ble recovery). That's what 
has happened the last few 
years (in this series) — they 
have converted on big plays. 
We just have to play good 
solid defense and we can’t 
give up the big play. The kids 
just need to concentrate on 
their assignments. The 
Thanksgiving game is such 
an emotional game, so the 
kids really need to stay 
focused and follow through on 
their reads and assignments 
and then execute. 

Aylward knows that a play 
here or there during the pre- 
vious ten weeks could have 
changed a 4 to 5 or a6 to a7, 
but today he’s not worried 
about that. 

“This is beyond whatever 
happens in the regular season 
and it always is,” he said. 
“This is about representing 
your town, and there’s an 
awful lot of people out there 
who really aren't concerned 
with how your regular season 
went, they want to know how 
the Thanksgiving game went. 
That’s the beauty of this 
game is you can salvage a 
season by a big win on 
Thanksgiving.” 

So which team will be left 
holding the winning trophy 
celebrating on the middle of 
Doucette Field, and which 
team will be holding back 
tears, and wondering what if? 
That we will all know come 
Thursday morning starting 
with the opening kick-off slat- 
ed for 10:00 am.

It didn’t take long before 
Joel made a splash and really 
emerged as a frontline run- 
ning back not only in the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
but the surrounding area as 
well. Apparently Joel left 
some of those traits to Mike, 
who has really emerged as a 
terrific defensive player, lead- 
ing the team in tackles with 81 
as one of the team’s lineback- 
ers, 

“He leads the team in tack- 
les with 81 and it doesn’t stop 
there,” said head coach Brian 
Aylward. “I think he's batted

Sudbury before taking several 
big hits on the chin losing a 
tough one to Lawrence before 
getting stomped on by 
Andover. Then later on during 
the season he injured his back 
in the team’s loss to Central 
Catholic, and had to sit out 
during the team’s exciting win 
over Billerica. But it was 
moments after that game 
against the Indians, when he 
was waiting for the game’s 
hero, quarterback Sean 
Connolly, to congratulate him 
on the terrific performance 
and victory. 

“Once Mike was named cap- 
tain last year, he took that 
responsibility and ran with 
it,” said Aylward. “He’s been 
one of the best leaders I’ve 
had here in all the years I've 
been coaching. I’m proud of 
the way he’s done that for us. 
He really helped keep this 
team together during difficult 
times, up and down times, the 
off-season, and getting the 
kids prepared to come out and 
play.” 

Since coming back healthy 
the week after, Altavesta has 
been nothing short of a con- 
sistent linebacker, who con- 
stantly makes plays. He’s been 
the team’s best defensive 
player, and really has come on 
a premier go-to guy, having 
ability to dominate games at 
times. Aylward said all of that 
is due to him having an 
incredible knowledge of the 
game of football to go along 
with his knack of being such a 
great leader.

“(The Altavestas are) a very 
special family. I had a lot of 
fond memories with Joel, and 
the younger one Danny is find- 
ing his way. He's learning 
from his older brothers but he 
has a ways to go but not in 
effort, and I have another sea- 
son of both of them with 
wrestling. They are a good 
family - just good hard-nosed 
blue collar work ethic people 
who are just traditionally 
‘Tewksbury type kids. 

Last year the three brothers 
felt as if they won the lottery, 
congratulating each other 
other on the middle of Alumni 
Field in Wilmington after 
being a part of a 26-7

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The football career and story of the greatest Wildcat player 


After all of these years, Mike Esposito is still

Mike Esposito thinks he’s no 
big deal. The Wilmington 
High School and Boston 
College Hall of Fame running 
back, former special teams 
captain for the Atlanta 
Falcons, retired schoolboy 
football, hockey and track 
coach, working man, son, 
brother, father and husband. 
The life of the best athlete 
ever to come out of 
Wilmington High School says 
a whole lot more than no big 
deal. What makes this story 
worth telling this 
Thanksgiving Day is that 
there are so many people 
whose lives have been 
touched by this self-effacing 
star athlete who has simply 
gone about his business and 
did the very best he could-at 
anything that he attempted- 

for all of his 56 years. 

Legendary running back 
Jim Brown once said, “when 
you get to the endzone and 
score that touchdown, act like 
you've been there before.” 
Esposito has been there 
before-many times before-and 
has all the records to prove it. 
In 1970, ‘Espo’ led the unde- 
feated Wilmington High 
School Wildcats to a 90 
championship season in his 
senior season, earning the 
schoolboy scoring title while 
being named to the Boston 
Globe and Boston Herald All- 
Scholastic Teams. That WHS 
football team outscored oppo- 
nents 315-27 that season and 
piled up 55 points in one 
game, with the player who 
once weighed-in at 157 pounds 
as a freshman helping to lead 
the way, then taking a seat to 
on the sidelines for many of 
those games when coach 
Fred Bellissimo cleared his 
bench and took mercy on 
many pounded opponents. 

From there, it was on to a 
stellar career in the backfield 
at Boston College, where 
Mike would set the standard 
for many future Eagle backs, 
gaining a season-récord 1,289 
yards in 1973 and setting 
career marks of 2,844 yards 
and 24 touchdowns in his 
three varsity —_ seasons. 
Esposito earned All-New 
England and All-East acco- 
lades and was the winner of 
the O’Melia Trophy as the 
most valuable player in the 
1973 BC-Holy Cross game. 
That same year he was pre- 
sented with the Bulger-Lowe 
Award as the outstanding 
football player in New 
England, the first junior to 
win that award in three 
decades. He was the team 
captain as a senior and 
played in the East-West 
Shrine and Senior Bowl 
games. Esposito was named 
to the Boston College Varsity 
Club Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1980. 

Following his career at 
Boston College, Mike went on 
to play three years in the 
NFL for the Atlanta Falcons, 
scoring two touchdowns and 
gaining 439 yards while also 
being named special teams’ 
captain before injuries ended 
that phase of his life. He was 
offered a position as a coach 


with the Falcons before 
launching a nautilus busi- 
ness. Esposito coached high 
school football, hockey and 
track before getting his New 
Hampshire construction com- 
pany started-so aptly named 

Rockman Construction-for 
the man is a rock in tnat he is 
unshakeable in his love and 
devotion to his family, friends 
and former teammates. 

If Esposito decides that you 
are his friend, that person 
should know that the man 
means what he says, and says 
what he means. When he 
tells you that he believes that 
“no one should remember 
me”- he means it. His ego was 
left along on some football 
field a very long time ago. 
Been there, done that, 
according to Esposito. There 
are many others who would 
beg to disagree. They have all 
seen the man in words and 
action-on and off the football 
field. 

“He had all the intangibles, 
no question about it,” said 
former WHS’ football coach 
John Ritchie. “I coached Jack 
Bowen (1960-61), and he was 
more of a straight-ahead run- 
ner. Esposito had great 
hands. He could always catch 
the ball. He had that extra 
move that had us using him 
as a receiver. As far as I'm 
concerned, he was the best 
back that Wilmington High 
School ever had.” 

Bob Aylward was not long- 
removed from his own foot- 
ball career at the University 
of Wyoming when he came to 
Wilmington to assist 
Bellissimo and Ritchie on the 
WHS football coaching staff, 
Aylward got a glimpse of 
greatness that probably led 
him to search for his own run- 
ning back with an ability to 
turn the corner when he took 
over at Tewksbury High 
School several years later. He 
would say- “I found a kid with 
that wiggle,” meaning that 
the back could get to the out- 
side and make defenders 
miss. Esposito could make 


people miss. Tackling air 
became commonplace when 
a team played the Wildcats. 

“I had the great opportunity 
to meet Mike early, (in his 
career) and I saw all of his 
game film. I think that I saw 
every game that Mike 
played,” said Aylward. “He 
was just about the best foot- 
ball player to ever come out 
of this area. He not only was 
a great football player, but a 
great athlete. He was really 
able to make kids miss. Kids 
were falling down trying to 
tackle him. We have some- 
thing in common in that we 
both came out of nowhere to 
have college football careers, 
but there are not a lot of guys 
that I played with that have 
made it to the NFL. He was a 
gifted kid, but he was always 
a humble kid. You could tell 
that he came from a great 
family. Mike never once in 
my presence said-‘hey, by the 
way, I’m Mike Esposito” He 
loved John Ritchie and Fred 
Bellissimo. He knew where he 
came from and he never for- 
got that.” 

Frank Kelley was coaching 
track at WHS when it came 
time for Mike to decide 
bétween Joe Gilligan’s base- 
ball team and the track 
squad. The two coaches put 
their heads together and 
came up with what they 
thought was the best plan for 
Esposito’s future. He would 
run track to help further his 
football career. “I knew what 
kind of athlete he was, and I 
wanted him on the team. He 
really was a great kid. He 
didn’t have an ego. He was 
6'1” 150 pounds as a fresh- 
man, and he always walked 
‘straight up.’ Other teams 
would come up to me after a 
meet and say-‘he’s old’-and I 
would tell them that Mike 
would be graduating at 17, 
that is not old. He once told 
me that as a baby he was 
pulling himself up in the crib 
at the age of seven months,” 
said Kelley. Esposito would 
go on to set five WHS records

on that track team, compet- 
ing in the 100, 220, 440, long 
jump and the triple jump. He 
also played a little hockey in 
the winter. He could have 
played at least four sports- 
probably five if there was a 
lacrosse team back in the 


athletic activities, all of the 
honors and every newspaper 
clipping, would come to mean 
nothing to Esposito when it 
was lined up next to his real 
lifeblood-family and the 
steady hand that was there 
when that family needed him 
the most. Esposito is that 
rock- that solid foundation 
built on family. That founda- 
tion’s beginning came in 
Everett, Massachusetts-April 
24, 1953. 


A move and the loss 
of a father 


Esposito was born in 
Everett before: the family 
moved to Chelsea to be closer 
to his grandparents. The 
move to Wilmington came in 
1959, to the house where his 
youngest sister Cindy has 
lived for well over 40 years. 
The one girl lived in a house 
filled with gifted athletes- 
brothers Mike, Dino and 
Mark. Dino, 51 and Mark, 53 
both played football for 
Wilmington High School, with 
Dino a member of the 
Wildcats’ Super Bowl team of 
1976. Mother Cynthia 
(Normine) was also a fine 
athlete, once a‘member of the 
Rockford Peaches of the All 
American Girls’ Professional 
Baseball League. When major 
league baseball players of 
that time went off the war, 
the women’s league filled a 
huge sports entertainment 
void. Cynthia died in May of 
2006.The dad of this talented 
and close-knit brood was 
Gerald Esposito, who passed 
away when Mike was 14 
years-old and getting ready to 
begin his freshman year at 
Wilmington High School. All 
of the siblings would go on to 
graduate from WHS, and all 
of them would look to the 
eldest son for leadership and 
guidance. In a quiet but 
always rock-steady way, Mike 
was there to make the time 
for his family. 

Years later when Cindy suf- 
fered an aneurysm and 
underwent 14 hours of brain 
surgery, her brother was con- 
stantly by her side. When 
Walter, her husband of 24 
years, died four years ago 
after lung complications, 
Mike was always one phone 
call away, there for Cindy and 
her children Walter and 
Tiffany. 

“After my surgery, Mike 
became even more protective 
of me,” Cindy recalls. “He 
was even more of a father-fig- 
ure then. To this day, he will 
shout out-‘watch out for head, 
watch out for her head!’ 
When my husband passed 
away I couldn’t have made it 
through that without Michael. 
He called the hospital after 
we made it there with the 
med-flight and he stayed by 
my side for the next day. 


Michael stayed with me while 
my husband was in surgery 
and then on life-support, and 
he never left my side. Even 
when I was in high school, he 
would call the house every 
single night and make sure 
that I was safe and at home.” 

There would be a bond 
throughout his lifetime that 
was old-school all the way. 
The family looked out for one 
another and developed a won- 
derful, protective, but not 
smothering, inner circle. 

“We can talk about each 
other, but don’t anybody else 
talk about us,” said Cindy. 
“Blood is definitely thicker 
than water with Michael. He 
is banned from watching ‘The 
Godfather by Lee (his wife 
and high school sweetheart). 
We grew up old-school, 
Catholic, Italian family. It 
was ‘do the right thing’-and 
that went from generation to 
generation. We were taught to 
treat people the way that you 
would want to be treated.” 

It was always that way, and 
the transition to life in the 
suburb of Wilmington was 
made that much easier when 
an eight-year-old Esposito 
found out that there were 
plenty of sports-and plenty of 
teams to try out for-in the 
tiny town. He went from Pop 
Warner to Town League 
Basketball and Little League 
Baseball. It wasn’t always a 
day at the beach for the skin- 
ny kid with a drive to suc- 
ceed. 

“I got cut from every team 
that I ever tried out for when 
I was younger,” he remem- 
bers. Then West Intermediate 
School gym teacher John 
Murphy caught sight of a 
growing 14-year-old and 
passed the word on to 
Bellissimo at the high school. 
Mike had heard all about 
some running back with 
power at the high school by 
the name of Jack Bowen. In 
fact, Bowen was one of earli- 
est athletic role models in 
Esposito’s life. “Michael 
wanted to be like Jackie 
Bowen,” remembers Cindy. 

Mike remembers when the 
grizzled, cigar-chomping 
Bellissimo paid him that first 
visit. Jack Bowen’s coach 
saw the kid as the future of 
the Wilmington High School 
football backfield. “That was 
a big thrill-having a high 
school coach take an interest 
in you. A high school football 
coach wants to talk to me? 
That was a big deal.” 

Esposito’s ability to use his 
speed to turn the corners on a 
football field was obvious to 
any coach, including 
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back bound for Division I col- 
lege football. 


Nothing but winning 

in Wilmington 

“Mike once told me that his 
high school coaches really 
eared about him,” says 
Ritchie. “He had a good rela- 
tionship with Fred. We played 
him as a receiver when he 
was a freshman, and later I 
went to a coaching clinic in 
New York with some film of 
Billy Walls (WHS quarter- 
back) to show college scouts. 
They picked out the wideout. 
They asked me if he was a 
good student, and I told them 
I don’t know, he’s only a 
freshman. Ohio State was 
looking at Esposito when he 
was a senior. They were inter- 
ested in Billy Gustus (quar- 
terback), who threw 16 touch- 
down passes that year. What 
they didn’t realize was that 
Gustus was throwing the ball 
ten yards and Esposito was 
running the other sixty.” 

All that ability practically 
rose up and struck opponents 
square in the mouth. In his 
first varsity game, Esposito 
caught eight passes, scored 
two touchdowns, ran a kickoff 
back for a touchdown, recov- 
ered a fumble and kicked four 
of five extra points. By his 
sophomore year, Esposito fig- 
ured that he could just as well 
run around opponents as 
through them. “The coaches 
tried to make me a quarter- 
back, but I didn’t want to do 
it, so I would act like I could- 
n't remember the plays. 
Anytime that I would drop 
back I would run. I didn’t 
want to be a quarterback.” 
What he wanted was to lead 
the Wildcats to dominance. 
He got what he wanted, with 
the exception of just one blip 
on the Merrimack Valley 
Conference football radar 
screen. The records read 8-1, 
8-1, 6-2-1 and 9-0 over his four- 
year varsity career. 

“We were the best team in 
the State that year, I have no 
doubt about it,” remembers 
Esposito. “Fred would take 
Dick (Gillis) and me out. I 
only played three full games 
my senior year. The 
Merrimack Valley was as 
good as any league that year. 
There were always good, 
tough kids. If you went out for 
Wilmington football, you 
knew the price that you would 
have to pay. We only had 25 
kids, and they were 25 tough 
kids, because they knew that 
they were going to go through 
hell to play for Fred. Fred 
had compassion- he just had 
a hard way of expressing it to 
everybody. He worked as 
hard as any coach that I’ve 
ever been around. He was the 
taskmaster, the disciplinarian 
and the conditioning coach- 
the brains behind the opera- 
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a very big deal in Wilmington 


tion as a tactical coach was 
John Ritchie, At the time, 
that was the best coaching 
combination in the area.” 

Esposito was set to take the 
schoolboy football scoring 
lead in a game against 
Burlington, and when he 
finally scored, the game was 
stopped to honor the senior 
tailback. Esposito wanted no 
part of any celebration. He 
just wanted to win and move 
on. “I always thought that my 
achievements should speak 
for themselves.” The next 
week at undefeated 
Chelmsford, those achieve- 
ments would echo loud and 
clear, but in Esposito's own 
quiet, understated, iron- 
willed way. 

“I remember that he could- 
n't practice for most of that 
week before the Chelmsford 
game because he had the 
flu,” says Ritchie. He missed 
four days of school, and he 
staggered on to the field that 
Friday just to make himself 
eligible to play in Saturday's 
game. In that game, he 
scored five touchdowns and 
ran for over 200 yards. I 
thought that was the best per- 
formance that I ever saw.” 

On his final touchdown that 
day, with his family sitting in 
the visiting stands, Esposito 
simply turned and tossed the 
ball to the official. He had 
been there before, and would 
be there again, this time for a 
college team that was close to 
home, close to family. 
Esposito could have gone to 
any college in the country, 
but he chose Boston College 
and coach Joe Yukica. He 
would leave Wilmington High 
School with the all those 
records and victories, appear- 
ances in the Agganis All-Star 
Game (4 carries, 164 yards 
and 2 TD's) and the Lowell 
Sun Charities Game, but 
more importantly, he would 
meet (at 15 in 1967) and later 
marry his wife of 36 years- 
the love of his life- Lee Hubby. 


Something to prove at 
Boston College 


With the decision to attend 
Boston College came the 
challenge of disproving any 
college that deemed him to be 
too slow or too small to play 
tailback. Esposito knew dif- 
ferent from day one, when 
Yukica gave him the football 
and let him run behind BC's 
tradition of excellent offen- 
sive line play. 

“T still thought if I could run 
around you-why should I run 
over you?” says Esposito. He 
proved that he could do both, 
and with teammates like 
offensive lineman Tom 
Condon and fullback Keith 
Barnett, the Eagles would 
have seasons of 7-4 and 
finally 8-3 in Esposito's senior 
season when he was hurt run- 
ning into the bench in a game 
against West Virginia. He dis- 
located his shoulder and was 


also battling knee problems. 
“If I didn’t get hurt with the 
(offensive) line that we had 
and the other people that I 
was playing with, I would 
have rushed for over 2,000 
yards that season easy.” 

Mle would still rush for 1,289 
yards for BC in 1973 and score 
24 touchdowns over a three- 
year college career. “The line- 
men that we had were 
extremely intelligent people. I 
would get the ball deep in the 
eye and I would tell the offen- 
sive line-do whatever you 
have to do-but do it quickly.” 

Esposito’s most satisfying 
victory came at Texas Tech in 
that senior season. He rushed 
for 160 yards and two touch- 
downs while Barnett was 
gashing the Tech defense for 
140 yards and two scores. “I 
remember they were giving 
us crap like- ‘when did you 
guys give up club football?’ 
We took it to them and gave 
them a beating down there.” 
The doubters were wrong 
again, but instead of 
mouthing off to the Texas 
Tech players after the game, 
he quietly and proudly 
walked away, victory in hand. 
He also knew that the pro 
scouts would be watching his 
postseason all-star games, 
including the East-West 
Shrine game. It was a typical 
Esposito act of kindness 
before that game that people 
will remember. 

Each player would go to the 
Shriners’ Hospital to have 
their photo taken with a child 
in the burn unit. A little girl 
was frightened by the 
prospect of having her pic- 
ture taken in the hallway of 
the hospital and it was left to 
Esposito to comfort her. He 
took the girls’ hand, walked 
that hallway, and the photo- 
graph was taken. That little 
girl's name was Nicole, and 
that photo has forever been 
the national symbol of the 
East-West Shrine Game and 
is displayed on the 50-yard 
line. 


Drafted and enjoying 
family life 

sito was drafted in the 
seventh round by the Atlanta 
Falcons back when there 
were 17 rounds in the NFL 
Draft. He already had knee 
and shoulder operations on 
his resume, but needed to 
make a living to help provide 
for his two young daughters, 
Jacki and Janet. Pro football 
seemed like the best option, 
and Mike made the absolute 
best of it, leading the Falcons 
in rushing in 1976 and eventu- 
ally being named the special 
team's captain. In 1979 his 
shoulder acted up again, and 
by 1980 Esposito's injuries led 
to a failed physical for the 
Houston Oilers and he was 
out of football. He played with 
Tommy Nobis and Claude 
Humphrey, two all-pro defen- 
sive players for the Falcons, 


and was slated to be the third 
down passing option with the 
great Earl Campbell at 
Houston before his career 
ended. He was 28-years-old. 
Just one year before, the 
Oilers played in the AFC 
Championship Game. 
Esposito’s confidence was 
unflagging, but interestingly, 
the braggadocio wa nowhere 
to be found. This man with 
the ability to play profession- 
al football was working class 
all the way. That never meant 
that he didn’t have the confi- 
dence to get the job done. 

“You have to think you are 
the best or you are not going 
to be,” said Esposito. “If you 
don’t think that you are the 
best, then don’t go on the 
field. My assumption was 
that everyone thought that 
way. I would think that I’m 
here (on the field) and every- 
body is here to watch me 
play. That’s all part of being a 
great athlete.” 

Mike's’ daughter Jacki went 
to Atlanta to see her dad play, 
but she barely remembers the 
games, with the exception of 
one contest against Randy 
White and the Dallas 
Cowboys when her dad scored 
his first NFL touchdown. 

“He was so excited that he 


fan that grabbed the ball gave 
it back to him the next day 
and my dad went inside and 
had the team autograph it 
and give it back to the guy. 1 
remember watching that 
game when he scored, and all 
the dishes came crashing 
down when my grandmother 
jumped out of her chair.” 

She also recalls her dad 
telling them what playing 
football meant to him. “My 
dad never keeps score, he's 
just always there for us and 
he never asks anything in 
return. He always lets my sis- 
ter and I find our own way 
and decide what we want to 
do. We developed our own 
interests in athletics. He 
would be very fair, listen and 
then tell you what he thought 
was right or wrong.” 

They sure did listen. Both 
young women went on to be 
outstanding track athletes at 
Timberlane Regional High 
School in Plaistow, New 
Hampshire before going to 
the University of Rhode 
Island and the University of 
New Hampshire respectively. 
Mike helped coach the sprint- 
ers (he ran a 10.1 100 yard 
dash at WHS) in 1994. Both of 
Mike’s daughters now have 
successful careers. Jacki 
works for an investment com- 
pany and Janet in public rela- 
tions. Dad even had stints as 
a football coach at 
Chelmsford, Billerica (where 
he also coached hockey), and 
for a short time Central 
Catholic. So, indeed there was 
plenty of life after profession-

al football. 


Moving on from football 


After his pro football career 
ended, Esposito opened two 
nautilus clubs where Bruins 
players and some profession- 
al wrestlers came to work 
out. Jacki remembers seeing 
the ‘Iron Sheik’ sometime 
before the WWF became a 
big-time cable TV promotion. 
Her dad did more than dabble 
in high school coaching and 
continued to hold to the habit 
of never being the self-pro- 
moter. Far from it, so leave it 
to daughter Jacki and sister 
Cindy to fill in those compas- 
sionate and interesting gaps 
in the man’s life. 

He helped with the filming 
with the movie, ‘School Ties’ 
around 1991, serving as thé 
‘football coordinator’ and giv- 
ing gridiron tips to young 
actors Matt Damon, Brendan 
Fraser, Ben Affleck and Chris 
O'Donnell. He was once fea- 
tured on a billboard with Sly 
Stallone for the Italian 
American Hall of Fame. 
Esposito also did what he 
does best-quietly helping peo- 
ple. 

Cindy, owner of Piezano’s 
Pizza in Tewksbury, says that 
her brother came into her 
restaurant once and stepped 
to the plate and didn’t just 
order a slice-he helped a kid. 
“There was this homeless kid 
working here to make a cou- 
ple of bucks. Mike drove him 
to a hotel, gave him some 
money and said-‘go get a 
shower. A soldier from Iraq 
just got in touch with him and 
said he wanted an NFL jersey 
and a couple of footballs. 
Michael made sure that the 
he autographed and sent 
them and didn’t tell anyone. 
He was touched by the fact 
that this kid was so inspired 
that he played in the NFL.” 

Recently, Boston College 
honored Esposito with a day 
when the Eagles played 
North Carolina’ State. His 
career was featured with a 
video on the big screen and 
he was introduced to the 
crowd. He sat with teammate 
Barnett in a sky box and 
watched as running back 
Montel Harris score five 
touchdowns and rushed for 
264 yard while breaking one 
of Barnett's records in a 52-20 
victory. Esposito again kept 
things low-key, not telling his 
daughter Jacki that the day 
was coming up and appearing 
surprised when his photo 
appeared in the local newspa- 
per. 

At 56, he can ride his moun- 
tain bike for 18 miles with no 
problem, and according to his 
daughter can’t walk past a 
gym without going in and 
doing a few weightlifting rep- 
etitions. “He will say-‘not bad 
for an old guy-you would have 
thought that I was famous 
one time.” 

To his immediate family, 
Esposito is more than 
famous-he is rock-solid 
Someone they can count on. 
Today he plays golf twice a 
year with Yukica and Jack 
Bicknell, his running backs 
coach at Boston College. He 
calls his daughters, loves his 
wife, goes to work, hammers 
nails and makes a nice living 
He enjoys calling the shots at 
his own business and working 
with his hands. For Esposito, 
every single minute of his life 
has been more than worth- 
while. 

“Football was a phase of my 
life that is over,” he said. “I 
accomplished as much as I 
could with the ability that I 
had. Guys that never played 
the game will never experi- 
ence that feeling. I can 
always say that I played at 
that level. If I didn’t get hurt, 
I probably could have contin- 
ued and played better. I think 
that I could have been a con- 
sistent 1,000 yard runner if I 
wasn’t damaged goods.” 

The conversation eventually 
comes around to family and 
what it means to Esposito. 

“I'm a creampuff. I would 
do anything for my children. 
That’s the most important 
thing in my lifemy children 
What I was taught on the field 
transitions to my life today. 
The whole concept of athlet- 
ics is to teach you how to per- 
severe. Nobody remembers 
those ‘glory’ years. People 
really don't know who I am. 
They might remember the 
name, but they don’t really 
know who I am. And, it’s not

Don't call these guys ‘ball 
boys’ or ‘big fans’ that simply 
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football coach. “He has got 
more seniority in this _pro- 
gram than anybody. I gradu- 
ated in 1987, and he was 
already a permanent fixture 
at that point. ‘Buck’ has 
always been a part of 
‘Tewksbury football. On game 
days he is here, and he works 
hard. He’s also grown a little 
more courageous along the 
sideline in his ‘old’ age. A cou- 
ple of weeks ago he getting 
revved up about a couple of 
calls, making some comments 
here and there. Then on one of 
the exchanges of the ball, the 
official kind of looked away 
and ‘Buck’ hit him right in the 
head with the ball, which did- 
n't help our cause all that 
much.” 

The coach smiles and gently 
shakes his head. There is gen- 
uine good feeling here. And, if

I go 
back to the 1970's” Fuller says 


The head coach knows just 
what Fuller has meant to his 
team, and to his partner 
Lenny. “Brian has been a good 
role model for Lenny. Both of 
these guys are welcome here 
as long as they want to be 
here, and they know that.” 

Hunnell graduated from 
high school in Londonderry, 


his mother Gail Rose. 
Hunnell’s dad, also named 
Lenny, would have busted his 
buttons with pride had he 
been around to see how his 
son handled that loss in his 
life, moving to Tewksbury, 
taking a job and living with 
his grandmother Grace. 
Hunnell’s life took a nice step 
forward one Saturday after- 
noon when his friend Fuller 
asked if he would like to come 
watch Tewksbury High School 
play some football 

“Brian brought: Lenny 
around on a game day and he 
introduced himself,” remem- 
bers Aylward. “From that 
moment on, I thought that 
Lenny was a pretty special 
guy. He has got loyalty unlike 
any other guy that I know. I 
would do anything for him. 
We've become good friends. 


He is here for every practice, 
he goes to camp with us and 
he’s in the weight room help- 
ing kids the entire summer.” 

Hunnell has even broadened 
his TMHS’ athletic duties by 
helping Aylward with the var- 
sity wrestling team over the 
winter months. “I like helping 
the kids,” says Hunnell. “I get 
to know them. I’m at 
wrestling practice every day 
(as the timer) except 
Wednesdays. I bowl on 
Wednesday nights.” 

This Tewksbury High 
School sports ‘lifer’ does have 
a life outside of game days 
and film sessions. “I make 
sure that I get here early 
every day to handle any 
equipment issues like fixing 
helmets or shoulder pads.” 
These guys do whatever it 
takes to get the job done every 
day, and don’t even talk about 
sick days or taking some time 
off. “He (Fuller) is not going 
to stop doing this until he is 
six feet under,” jokes Hunnell. 
“I'm here at practice today 
and I'm sick.” 

He doesn’t look sick howev- 
er, just happy, smiling and 
talking about his buddy 
‘Buck’ Fuller. Lenny says that 
he is not after Fuller’s job, but 
admits that his friend might 
be slowing down just a bit. 
These days, Fuller is the 
‘game’ guy, while Hunnell 
handles most of the everyday 
routine of getting the team 
just what it needs, even it 
means a little laughter along 


way. 

“I try not to take after 
Brian, especially on the side- 
lines. I’m probably going to be 
a lifer here. It helps me to get 
my frustrations out after

work. I tell the kids to go 
knock some heads off and 
they go do it,” said Hunnell. 
Hunnell and Fuller know 
that there is life after football 
however, with Brian some- 
times enjoying the races at 
Rockingham Park and Lenny 
taking off to play his favorite 
video games. If there is some- 
thing that they need to talk 
about, they both know that 
they have that second ‘family 
of choice’-that football family. 


The team can learn 
from devotion 

“Coach is a fun guy to work 
with. He’s a cool guy. If we 
have any problems, we can 
always go and see him and he 
will try to help us,” offered 
Hunnell. There is that word 
‘work’ again- seems like the 
high school football players‘in 
Tewksbury can learn a thing 
or two about life after sports 
from Fuller and Hunnell. 

“Lenny basically does all of 
the ‘chores’ around here on a 
daily basis. He’s an extension 
of the coaching ‘staff, han- 
dling a lot of the little details 
behind the scenes that nobody 
really knows about, like 
inventory and equipment 
maintenance and moving 
pads around,” said Aylward. 
“There is no learning curve 
anymore for Lenny. He knows 
exactly what needs to be done. 
He makes things work a lot 
smoother around here.” 

Brian and Lenny set a con- 
sistent example for the play- 
ers on this team, by doing just 
that-by being consistent. 
Young people can learn by 
watching two adults working 


hard and getting to the dance 
on time. The coach knows just 
what his team should be look- 
ing for when players ask 
Fuller and Hunnell for the 
water bottle of a football. 
Simple requests can some- 
times help to answer compli- 
cated questions. 

“We are constantly trying to 
get our guys to achieve their 
true potential. Brian and 
Lenny never get to the point 
where they would rather be 
someplace else. They are 
happy, and take great pride in 
what they do for the team,”’ 
said Aylward. “That’s ulti- 
mately what we are trying to 
get from our kids-to get them 
feeling good about what they 
are doing wherever they are, 
giving it everything they’ve 
got and reaching their poten- 
tial” 


The smiles that never seem 
to fade away-that love of the 
game that always lightens the 
load of the day. Certain people 
come along that remind us 
that no one carrying a mop or 
a bucket should ever be disre- 
spected. Lenny Hunnell might 
clean up that mess at work 
and Brian Fuller might steal 
that football and run the risk 
of a 15 yard penalty, but with- 
out them, Tewksbury High 
School football would be left 
searching for two people with 
that genuine love of the game.

Wilmington’s Centurion Passes Away 


WILMINGTON - Mary A. 
DiGirolamo, born as Mary 
DiFiore on October 23, 1908 in 
East Boston. has lived thru 
both World Wars, the Great 
Depression, a myriad of tech- 
nological innovations that 
span a century, and Red Sox 
World Series wins in 1918, 2004 
and 2007. She passed away on 
November 27, 2009. 

Mary was one of nine sib- 
lings, three brothers and six 
sisters in a large Italian fam- 
ily raised in Chelsea.

Since she 
moved to Wilmington she has 
been an active member of St 
Thomas of Villanova Church, 
the Buzzell Senior Center, 
AIM, and Sons of Italy. She 
loved to play bingo at the 
senior center and at 
Wilmington Health Care 
Center, where she moved to in 
2008 to recover from a fall. Up 
until that point she lived inde- 
pendently and enjoyed being 
able to be in her own home 
and have her independence.
